NOT THE RIGHT BLANTHER 


MRS. LANGFELDT’S MURDERER A 
MERE COUNTERFEIT. 


Such is the Impressi Gained at 

Vienna from a Photograph of 

the Man—He is Supposed to Have 
Stolen the Count’s Papers. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 22.—A_ special 
from Vienna says: 

“The publication here of a warrant 
issued in San Francisco for the arrest 
of Joseph von Blanther, an ex-officer 
of the Austrian army, who is supposed 
to have murdered a woman named 
Langfeldt, has led to the discovery of 
two photographs of Von Blanther. 
These photographs. when compared 
with one of the murderer which has 
been received, show that they are not 
pictures of the same man. The police 
here believe that the murderer, prior 
to killing Mrs. Langfeldt, had stolen the 
papers from the real Von Blanther, 
which, being found by the San Fran- 
cisco police, led them to believe that 
the murderer’s true name was Von 
Blanther. 

“Herr Josef von Blanther is yet re- 
membered in Austrian military circles 
as Lieut. Josef Ritter von Blanther, 
Knight of the Order of the Austrian 
Crown and of the Italian Crown. The 
police of San Francisco believe that, 
after having committed the crime, he 
left America and returned to Austria, 
and the police of Vienna are now try- 
ing to find him. As a young officer, at 
the age of 19, Blanther served during 
the occupation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govna by the Austro-Hungarian army 
in 1878. He had to defend with his 
company the position of a battery 
against the attack of the Bosnian in- 
surgents, who were in superior force. 
Almost all of the men of his company 
and of the battery were killed or 
wounded. Blanther and @ sergeant re- 
mained. untouched. He ‘ commanded 
and loaded and fired a gun with his own 
hands. and forced the insurgents to re- 
tire. He received the Order of the Iron 
Grown, it being the first case of 80 
young an officer being decorated with 
this high order. 

“At a review of the Vienna garrison, 
Lieut. von Blanther was presented to 
King Humbert, who granted him the 
Order of the Italian Crown. Afterward 


Blanther ran heavily into debt, and 
was compelled 


to leave the country.”

AN AGED PENSIONER AND WIFE 
TORTURED FOR COIN. 


Milton Rolley Drew Six Hundred 
Dollars from the Bank to Pay 
Of on His House, but Loses it 
All—Mre. Rolley Held Over a 
Nateral Gas Blase.

SHELBYVILLE Un.) June 22.—Mil- 
ton Rolley, an aged pensioner, came 
to this city from his home. seven miles 
north of here, and drew $600 from a 


bank with which to pay off the balance 


due on his house. About dusk Rolley 
started home. Soon after arriving 
home two men drove up to his resi- 
dence, called the old man out and re- 
quested him to go at once to the bed- 
side of his daughter, who, they said, 
had been taken suddenly sick and was 
dying. 

Rolley hurried to the barn for his 
rig, leaving his wife preparing to go 
with him. On opening his barn door 
he was knocked down with clubs. Stag- 
gering to his feet he tried to resist his 
assailant, but was again attacked 
from the rear by the second man. His 
skull was crushed and four ribs broken. 
When he was unconscious, the ruffians 
went through his pockets without 
finding the booty. 

They returned to the house, and de- 
manded that Mrs. Rolley inform them 
as to where the money was. he re- 
fused to do so, and, after beating her 
in vain, they held her over a natural 
gas blaze until she could not endure 
the torture longer. Blackened and blis- 
tered, and covered with bruises. she 
was compelled to reveal the hiding place 
of the money. 

Rolley will die, and there is little 
chance of his wife’s recovery. The rob- 
bers drove rapidly from Rolley’s to 
ward this city. There is talk of bring- 
ing bloodhounds here from Anderso 
to run down the robbers.

Uncle Sam is Asked to

Sanguilly’s Friends Ask for His 
Release on Bail, 


They Want Him Transferred from 
Havana to Spain.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—A written 
request was filed at the State 
Department today that the good 
Offices of the United States be 
exerted with Spain toward se 
curing the transfer of Julio Sanguilly 
from Havana to Madrid, there to be 
released on bail or parole until final 
action was faken on the appeal of his 
case. The paper was signed by Manuel 
Sanguilly brother of the prisoner, and 
José Rodriguez, who had been co- 
operating with the Havana council for 
the prisoner. Sanguilly was convicted 


last December, and has been in prison 


pending an appeal to the court of last 
resort at Madrid. It was through the 
active efforts of the authorities here. 
supplemented by Consul-General WIH. 
liams, that he was given a civil trial 
on the charge of rebellion. He was 
convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life. On another charge of 
complicity with the insurgents in kid- 
napping, he was acquitted.

A A CUBAN FAMILY. 

EW YORK June 22.—The World 
says that the American three-masted 
schooner Mabel Hooper, of Rockland, 
Me., which has just arrived in this har- 
bor, brings news of fresh atrocities by 
the Spanish troops in Cuba. The Hoo- 
per. sailed ten days ago from Sagua, 
on the north coast of Cuba and in Santa 
Clara province. While at that port, 
the American Consul told the captain 
of the Hooper in substance this story: 
The Spanish commander of the post 
there had orders from Havana to see 
to it that all the tobacco planted near 
Sagua should be taken to that city. A 
large tobacco plantation, about three 
miles south of Sagua, is owned by Mr. 
Gonzales, said to be an American citi- 
zen. The Spanish commander sum- 
moned Gonzales to his headquarters 


‘and asked why he had failed to comply 
with the captain-general’s proclamation. 


Gonzales explained that the Spanish 
troops had taken all his horses and 


cattle and he could not cart his tobacco. 


“I am satisfied with your explana- 


tion,’ said the Spanish. commander, 


‘you may return to your plantation.’ 
The Spaniard then sent for a young 
lieutenant and instructed him to take 
a guard and escort Mr. Gonzales to his 
lantation. Upon arrival at the planta- 
ion Mr. Gonzales was met by his wife 
and their five small children. ‘You 
may enter your house,’ said the lieu- 
tenant, ‘and you will remain there un- 

“Shortly afterward the soldiers piled 
a lot of dry grass and shavings about 
the house and set fire to it. The smoke 
soon compelled the family to leave, and 
as they walked out of the rear door, 
the front of the building being in 
flames, all were shot down. The lieu- 
tenant reported to his commander. that 
Gonzales and his family ‘had tried 


to escape’ and were shot down 
because they ‘disobeyed orders by 
leaving the house.’ Gen Gomez 


arrived near Sagua some days la- 
ter at the head of an army said to 
number 10,000 men.

He adds: From either quarter there 
is the same testimony concerning the 
barbarities of the.

Some of the evidence I have heard 
would be beyond belief did I not know 
it to be most reliable. Violations of 
women, the plundering of inoffensive 
citizens, murder, every form of rapine, 
have been inflicted on natives of the 
island, and it takes very little, indeed, 
to place you under suspicion.’

A PROFOUND SENSATION. 


NEW YORK, June 22.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says the pro- 
foundest sensation has been caused here 
by the news of the alleged purport of 
a report by Consul-General Lee to Pres- 
ident Cleveland on the state of affairs 
in Cuba, which is said to be on the way 
from Havana to Washington, The in- 
telligence is difficult to exaggerate. All 
classes of the community are greatly 
wrought up, but the commotion is es- 
pecially great in parliamentary and po- 
litical circles. The lobbies of the Sen- 
ate were extremely animated just be- 
fore Senator Comas began an energetic 
anti-American speech on moving an 
amendment to tthe address in reply to 
the speech from the throne, asking the 
government to annul all treaties be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 

The impression is general among polli- 
ticilans and military men that the gov- 
ernment will be requested to withdraw 
Consul Lee’s exequateur if he really 
has expressed opinions as unfavorable 
to Spanish rule in Cuba as report cred- 
its him with having done. 

The Minister of Colonies introduced in 
the Cortes today a bill authorizing the 
government to expend in the war in 
Cuba as much of the colonial and im- 
perial revenues as may be necessary 
to secure success, and also authorizing 
it to execute unlimited loans or credits. 


GEN. WILSON REPORTED KILLED. 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) June 22.—A4d- 
vices brought here by messengers from 
the island of Cuba report the death of 
Gen. William Wilson, the leader of an 
American expedition which landed in 
Cuba on December 8, in order to assist 
the insurgents. Gen. Wilson is said to 
have been killed in battle near Guanta- 
namo. 

Gen. Wilson, with about eighteen men 
four of whom were graduates of West 
Point, landed in Cuba early in Decem- 
ber last with 200 rifles, 5000 rounds of 
ammunition, a supply of dynamite, etc. 
The expedition was fitted out at New 
York by Americans who are interested 
in Cuba. Gen. Wilson had seen service 
in Central and South America, and 
was with Garza on the Mexican border 
some years ago.

NEW YORK, June 22.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The disruption of the Demo- 
cratic party is predicted by William C.

“It seems tO me impossible,” said he,

be two silver tickets put in the field 
because of the bitterness of feeling 
which exists in some sections between 
the Democrats and Populists. This is 
especially the case in the Southern 
States, where the bitterest foes the 
Democrats have are the Populists. It 
would be next to impossible to get a 
Southern Populist to vote for a silver 
candidate nominated as a Democrat, 
and it would be equally difficult to get 
a Southern Democrat to vote for a 
Populist Presidential candidate. Why, 
it will be much easier to get Demo- 
crats to vote for a Republicai candi- 
date than to attempt to reconcile the 
differences of these free-silver ‘men of 
the South and get them together on one 
platform, voting for the same man.” 
As to the effect of a free-silver plat- 
form and ticket on the Democracy of 
the East and North, he said it was not 
necessary to talk.

A CHANCE FOR GOLD. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) June 22.—The 
chances are tonight that the Demo- 
cratic State Convention tomorrow will 
adopt a gold platform by a majority of 
two to one, although there are many 
delegates who favor silence on the sub- 
ject, and still miore who want a silver 
plank. A few of the delegates are 
here.

COLUMBUS (O.,) June 22.—Delegates 
to the Democratic State Convention are 
coming in slowly. The convention does 
not meet until Wednesday, all the pre- 
liminary work being done by the dis- 
triet delegates and at committee meet- 
ings ‘tomorrow evening. Hon. John Mo- 
Mann of Dayton, having declined to 
act as temporary chairman, on the 
ground that he has been too frequently 
turned down by the party, the question 
of who will preside is being discussed, 
but the temporary chairman will not be 
named until the State Central Commit- 
tee meets tomorrow. 

Dan McConville, formerly sixth audi- 
tor of the treasury, and Allen W. Thur- 
man are the leaders of the free-silver- 
ites, who will have a big majority in 
the convention. McConville claims 
there are 526 delegates pledged to vote 
for a free-silver plank in the platform 
and eighty-two pledged to the gold 
standard, while sixty-five are doubtful.

The delegates-at-large to the national 
convention will all be pronounced free- 
silver men of national repute, It is 
conceded that J. R. McLean of Cincin- 
nati, Allen W. Thurman of Columbus 
and J. W. Bookwalter of Springfield 
will be three of the delegates-at-larze.

BURIED UNDER 
-CRUMBLING WALLS 


Two People Killed and 
Many Injured, 


A San Francisco Lodging house 
Falls Upon Its Occupants. 


Due to Gross Carelessness on the 
Part of Workmen. 


List of the Dead and Wounded—Story 
of a Survivor—A Young Man from 
Southern California Among 
the Fallen. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.—A three- 
story building occupied as a lodging- 
house at the corner of Fifth street and 
Mint avenue, collapsed this afternoon, 
burying several persons in the ruins. 
The body of a woman has already been 
recovered, and it is feared that there 
are at least six others in the debris. To 
add to the horror of the disaster, fire 
broke out in the ruins and enveloped 
all that was left of the structure. Three 
of the wounded have been rescued. The 
disaster was caused by workmen en- 
aging in laying the foundation for a

Carelessness of the grossest sort is 
responsible for the collapse of the 
lodging-house and the loss of life it 
caused. From the statements of sev- 
eral people it is evident that a disaster 
had been expected. Warnings bys 
Gleason, who had charge of the 
construction of the underpinning or 
work on which the building 
was raised, says he explained to 
some of the other workmen sev- 
eral days ago that if they continued 
operations along the line on which 

ey were working, there was bound 
to be a collapse. ; 

The resources of the Receiving Hospi- 
tal were totally inadequate to care for 
the wounded... Nine people were taken 
to that “institution within three-quar- 
ters of an hour, and while two were be- 
ing treated in the operating-room, the 
remaining seven were huddled in the 
outer office, where they writhed and 
groaned in agony until the doctors 
were able to attend to them. Two wo- 
men gave up the only sofa in the room 
to a man whose injuries were so painful 
that he could neither stand nor sit. 

Mrs. Joseph Byrne and her sister-in- 
law, Miss Sarah Byrne, were next taken 
in. Their clothing was almost torn 
from their bodies, and they were bleed- 
ing from gashes in their heads, and 
crying with pain. They were boarders 
in the house. Mrs. Byrne was in the 
second floor when the building fell, but 
her sister-in-law was in her room on the 
top floor, and went down with the 
flooring: She was the only person on 
the top floor at the time, and her body 
was found pinioned by two heavy 
planks that lay across her chest. 

“Tt was only the matter of a mo- 
ment,” said Miss Byrne. “I was seated 
in my room on the top floor and was 
waiting for my sister-in-law to return. 
She had gone for Mr. McKeown, the 
proprietor. I was reading a letter. My 
mind was occupied with that letter, and 
just as I had finished it I heard the 
floor creak. I did not pay any atten- 
tion to the noise, but when it creaked 
again I became afraid, and I was just 
going to the door, when I heard a slow, 
rumbling noise, as if on the floor be- 
neath me. Just as I opened the door I 
turned around and saw the floor on the 
opposite side of the room cave in. Then 
I fell myself, going down and down. I 
uttered a cry and grabbed the door. In 
am instant I knew what was happening. 
I remembered that the building was be- 
ing fixed.. I thought of my sister-in- 
law and called for her. Planks and 
boards were going down with me, and 
guddenly I struck a beam and was 
hurled forward about twenty feet. 
Heaven only knows what happened 
then. I was struck on the head by a 
board and was knocked insensible. 
When I regained consciousness I wag 
caught under two big planks. 

“There I remained for fully half an 
hour. My pains were something ter- 
rible, but my thoughts of sister were 
worse. I could see the fire-engines 
pumping water on the ruins, but a 
great wall of boards kept the water 
from touching me. Then the men came 
and one of them saw me. There's a 
woman,’ he said, and as they carried 
me out I could see my eister-in-law 
carried out too; It is impossible to tell 
how I felt when the building was fall- 
ing. I expected to be killed and the 
sight of the boards as they craehed 
down upon me was something terrible.“

EX-SECRETARY BRISTOW. 


A NOTED JURIST AND 
STATESMAN, 


Served Through the Civil War with 
Distinetion—Solicitor-General of 
the United States—N inated for 
Attornew-General — Secretary of. 
the Treasury.

NEW YORK, June 22.—Benjamin H. 
Bristow, Secretary of the Treasury dur- 
ing President Grant’s second term, died 
at his home in this city today of peri- 
tonitis. He was taken ill last Saturday. 


Sketch of His Life. 


Benjamin Hehn Bristow was born in 
Elkton, Todd county, Kentucky, June 
20, 1832. He graduated at Jefferson 
College in Pennsylvania in 1851, studied 
law and was admitted to the bar of 
Kentucky in 1858. He began the prac- 
tice of law at Eikton, and remo 
to Hopkinsville in 1858. At the begin- 
ningof the civil war, when the State wag 
wavering between loyalty and seces- 
sion, he entered the Union army as 
lieutenant-colonel of the Twenty-fifth 
Kentucky Infantry, and was e 
at the capture of Fort Donelson, and 
at. the battle of Shiloh, where he was 
wounded. He afterward became colonel 
of the Eighth Kentucky Cavalry, and 
served throughout the war with dis- 
tinction. 

While still in the field he was elected 
to the State Senate for four years, 
but resigned at the end of two years, 
serving only from 1863 to 1865. He was 
United States District Attorney for 
the Louisville district from 1865 to 1870, 
and the ability with which he filled 
these offices led to his appointment as 
Solicitor-General of the United States 
on the organization of the Department 
of Justice in 1870. In 1872 he resigned 
to become the attorney of the Texas 
Pacific Road, but soon returned to the 
practice of law at Louisville; “°°: 
He was nominated Attorney-General 
of the United States in December, 1873, 
but was not confirmed. President 
Grant appointed him Secretary of the 
Treasury on June 3, 1874. and this-office 
he filled acceptably until the end of 
June, 1876, when he resigned, owing to 
the demands of his private business. 
At the Republican National Convention 
of that year, held in Cincinnati, he 
was a leading candidate for the Presi- 
dential nomination. receiving 113 votes 
on the first ballot. Since 1876, he had 
3 his profession of law in New 

ork City for a number of years.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Grain Reported Phenomenally Good 
and Fruit Phenomenally Poor. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) . 
SACRAMENTO, June 22.—The follow- 
ing synopsis of the weather and crop 
conditions during the week ending Mon- 
day, June 22, issued by the State Agri- 
cultural Society in codperation with 
the United States Climate and Crog 
Service: 
The average temperature for the 
‘week as follows: Eureka, 56 
Fresno, 72; Los Angeles, 72; Red Bluff, 
82; Sacramento, 75; San Francisco, 58, 
and San Diego, 66. As compared with 
the normal temperature there is shown 
an excess of heat at all points of from 
one to seven degrees, N at 
Francisco, where a heat deficiency of 
two degrees is reported. 
There was no appreciable precipita- 
tion reported from any station except 
Eureka, where 0.03 of an inch was meas- 
ured. This shows a small precipitation 
deficiency at Eureka, Red Bluff, Sacra- 
mento and San Francisco, while nor- 
mal precipitation conditions prevailed 
at the remaining reporting stations. 
The week has shown the natural ad-. 
vancement of crops, due to the advanc- 
ing harvesting season. There can be 
but little added to what has already 
been said—that is, the:grain crop is a 
phenomehally good one, and the fruit 
crop is a phenomenally poor one. Hops 
are making rapid advancement: and! 


grapes are rapidly recovering the 
set-back caused by a late cold 
spring. 


A RED-HOT NORTHER. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.—A red- 
hot norther will be due in this city to- 
morrow. For several hours it has been 
shooting the aertal chutes, one end of 
which is thousands of feet above the 
clouds in Oregon, where the tempera- 
ture is high, and the other down in the 
deserts of Arizona, where the ther- 
mometer is hugging the bulb.

MRS, CRAVEN’S WINDFALL. 


Charley Fair Wants to Take a Look 
at the Deeds.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.—Charles 

L. Fair and his atorneys may have a 


merry chase to catch a glimpse of the 


two deeds conveying over $1,000,000 
worth of his father’s propery to Mrs. 
Nettie R. Craven, which were recorded 
on Friday last. It is in the range of 
probability that Mrs. Craven will re- 
fuse tj obey the order of Judge Slack 
to show these documents in court this 
evening. 

To begin with. her attorneys doubt 
very seriously the power of Judge 
Slack to compel the production of these 
instruments on the broad ground that 
they were executed anterior to the date 
of the Fair wills, and consequently 
not material to the contest now going 
on. In the second place, the deeds have 
dropped out of sight for the time being, 
and it is a question if any of the four 
people upon whom the order of court 
was served have them now in their 
possession. 

Mrs. Craven made two sensational 
moves in the contest today. In.the 
afternoon she filed ejectment proceed- 
ings against the heirs of James G. Fair 
to oust them from possession of the 
property at Pine and Sansome streets, 
and the block on Mission and Eleventh 
streets, and at the same time to re- 
cover in all $220,000 for back rents and 
damages. 

In the evening, acting on the advice 
of her attorneys, Mrs. Craven refused 
to take the stand. and be sworn in 
response to the summons of Judge 
Slack, ordering her and her attorneys 
and advisers to produce any papers or 
written documents of the late million- 
aire in their posesssion. For this de- 
flance of the court Mrs. Craven was 
sentenced to twenty-four hours in the 
branch county jail, but, at the solici- 
tation of her attorneys, execution of 
the order was stayed until 2 o’clock 
tomorrow in the hope that she may 
change her.mind.

ARRESTED A BRITISHER. 


VENEZUELANS OPERATING WITHIN 
THE SCHOMBURGK LINE. 


An Official in Charge of Laborers 
Opening a Road to the Cuyuni 
River is Capt d of 


the Incident of Last Wee

GEORGETOWN (British Guiana,) 
June 22.—Mr. Harrison, the official who 
was in charge of the laborers who were 
opening a road from the Barina to the 
Cuyuni River within the Schomburgk 
line when they were stopped by a force 
of armed Venezuelans on June 15, has 
been arrested by the Venezuelans on 
fresh orders from Caracas, and carried 
to the Venezuelan station opposite 
Uruan, the Venezuelans claiming the 
right to arrest foreigners on the left 
bank of the Cuyuni. 

The arrest of Harrison has aroused 
the colony of British Guiana, and the 
population demands that Great Britain 
take immediate action in the case. 
When the Venezuelans first stopped 
the laborers from proceeding with the 
work, word was sent from Georgetown 
to Harrison not to offer violent resist- 
ance, but to withdraw under protest. 

SIR AUGUSTUS THWARTED. 

WASHINGTON, June 22. — Word 
reaches official quarters that Sir Augus- 
tus Hemming. the Governor-General of 
British Guiana, is meeting with the 
same reverses which marked the ad- 
ministration of his predecessor, Sir 
Francis Lees, in executing the policy of 
Secretary Chamberlain to buy Maxim 
guns for the Venezuelan frontier. Sir 
Augustus recently had his first meet- 
ing with the high court or legislative 
body of British Guiana. He had been 
appointed to succeed Sir Francis, 
largely because of the defeat of Cham- 
berlain’s proposition for developing the 
interior, in the neighborhood of the dis- 
puted boundary along the Cuyuni River, 
and then fortifying it. It was believed 
the diplomacy of Sir Augustus would 
be more effective in dealing with the 


colonists. 

The mail just received here brings the 
details of his first meeting with the 
High Court. In an address of welcome 
to the Governor, Mr. Ingalls, speaking 
for the court, referred incidentally to 
the Venezuelan trouble. He said His 
Excellency had arrived at a dark time 
in the history of the colony, but they 
hoped that the cloud overhanging them 
would soon pass, and that the sunshine 
would appear. Sir Augustus expressed 
his thanks for the greeting, and then 
proceeded to business by submitting a 
plan for the development of the interior 
along the lines proposed by Chamber- 
lain last fall. It was in the form of a 
resolution reciting that. as & survey 
had been authorized to a point on the 
Esquibo coast or the lower Cuyunt 
River, it was now expedient to extend 
the survey between the Kartuma and 
Barima River. The resolution author- 
ized the expenditure of $3000 for the sur- 
vey. 

The government secretary explained 
that it was expected to have a railway 
eighteen miles long in this district. He 
urged its advantage to the gold fields, 
without referring to its military and 
strategic value, to which Chamberlain 
— referred in issuing the previous sur-

MISAPPLIED FUNDS. 


Mrs. Brady Paid for Supporting 
Her Own Child. 


A Supervisor's Peculiar Interest 
in a Lady Friend. 


All that Was Done for Her Was En- 
gineered by Woolman, Who. 
Paid Her Bills with County 
Funds—A Lively Libel Suit. 


In the case of Mary Brady against 
The Times for alleged libel, plaintiff's 
own witnesses have thus far disclosed 
a bad state of affairs in certain 
branches of San Diego county govern- 
ment. The plaintiff's own witnesses 
have shown that, on the motion of one 


gator and backer of this suit, county 
money was diverted from its proper 
channel to aid a person in whom the 
Supervisor took especial interest; that 
the method of making the transfer of 
children from a regularly- recognized 
charitable institution to plaintiff's care 
was in itself irregular; that the process 
of proving and paying her bills was a 
violation of the usage of the board; 
that she included one of her own chil- 
dren in the list of indigents without 
authority of the board, and received 
pay for the child’s support; that every- 
thing done for plaintiff's financial gain 
was engineered by this one Supervisor; 
that the children placed in her care 
were not properly kept. 
THE TRIAL. 

When Mary Brady’s libel suit against 
The Times was called yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge York, a motion was 
made by plaintiff's attorney to strike 
out all that portion of the evidence 
which relates to plaintiff's youngest 
child, Peter Brady.“ For the care and 
custody of this child plaintiff was paid 
$10 a month out of the public funds of 
San Diego county. Counsel claimed 
that all the evidence upon this point 
was immaterial and irrelevant. 

In behalf of the defendant, Senator 
Stephen M. White opposed the motion, 
saying that the evidence was material 
and of importamce, Pilaintifr originally 
testified that she had three children 
from the day nursery, and though her 
attorney asked her to tell all the cir- 
cumstances of her arrangement with 
the Supervisors, it did not appear until 
the cross-examination that she was 
paid by the county for four children 
and that one of these was her own 
child. One charge in the alleged libel 


lady, and any evidence was relevant 
which showed that Woolman procured 
the payment to her of money out of the 
county treasury for the support of her 
own child; it wag competent to show 
how he arranged to let her put her hand 
into the public treasury. It was averred 
by the complaint that plaintiff's em- 
ployment by the county was entirely 
proper and legitimate; this statement 
might be controverted and it was com- 
petent to show that she received pay 
from the county for the support of her 
own child. The court denied the mo- 
tion and the evidence was allowed to 
stand. Plaintiff had no further evi- 
dence. 

The first testimony offered in behalf 
of the defense was that of J. S. Buck, 
one of plaimtiff’s witnesses. Mr. Buck 
was a member of the San Diego Board 
of Supervisors in 1892. He was famil- 
lar with the day nursery, as he fre- 
quently visited it. The children of peo- 
ple who were unable to care for them 
during the day were received at the day 
nursery. There were also homeless and 
friendless children. The children were 
well cared for and properly schooled. 
When too young for the public schools, 
the children were taught in the day 
nursery. They received medical care 
and necessary clothing without extra 
pense to the county. Fhe county 
d $12.50 per month for each child, 
and this covered board, clothing, care, 
medical attendance and schooling. 
When claims against the county were 
presented they were sworn to before 
the clerk. Witness never considered it 
proper for a Supervisor to administer 
the oath to a claimant and could not 
remember that it had ever been done 
except in the cage of Mrs. Brady’s two 
bills against the county, sworn to be- 
fore Supervisor Woolman. On cross- 
examination, witness said that the 
children placed in Mrs. Brady’s charge 


he did not see the children while they 
were in her hands. 

A. G. Nason testified that he has 
lived in San Diego for eleven years. 
For the past seven years he has been 
president of the Humane Society. He 
has also been a member of the Board 
of Supervisors since the first Monday 
in January, 1893. Witness was the per- 
son who removed the day nursery chil- 
dren from Mrs. Brady’s house; he went 
three times to Mrs. Brady’s house, the 
first time merely to find the place. She 
lived down near the barracks. None 
of the Supervisors knew where she 
lived; two of the old board held over. 
but they did not know. Mrs. Brady 
did not live in a first-class part of the 
town. On the second visit witness 
found the children alone in the house; 
the door was opened by a little girl; 
there were five children from 2 to 5 
years old, and witness talked with 
them. No adult or older person was in 
the house, or about the place to care 
for the children; “They were caring for 
themselves.” Their condition was un- 
tidy, the place was unsatisfactory and 
badly kept. Witness expected to find 
à much better place. He had re- 
peatedly had occasion to examine the 
day nursery in his capacity of presi- 
dent of the Humane Society, and had 
seen all the children there. The chil- 
dren found at Mrs. Brady’s were not 
in the condition that he was accus- 
tomed to see at the day nursery. The 
day nursery was a charitable institu- 
tion maintained by private contribu- 
tions, and by the various lodges of the 
city. The ladies of the city were in 
the habit of visiting it and making 
clothes for the children Witness made 
bis third visit on January 7, 1893, about 
half an hour before the board ad- 
journed. An order had been passed by 
the boerd, under which he acted, di- 
recting that the children should be re- 
stored to the day nursery. 

A certified copy of this order was of- 


ney. 

On the third trip witness found the 
door open, and went into the house. 
No one was there but the children. 
Witness waited fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, but no grown person appeared. 
The children were strangers to him; 
they were untidy and unkept Witness 
took them all away, five of them: by 
mistake he took one of Mrs. Brady’s 
children. He saw Mrs. Brady after- 
ward before the board: she offered 
some apology for the condition of the 
children, saying that it was Saturday 
evening, and they had not yet been 
washed and cleaned up. Their condi- 
tion was just as bad when witness 
made his second visit, which was on 
Friday evening. Witness made his first 
visit to Mrs. Brady’s house because of 
the numerous complaints made to him 
by prominent ladies of the city who 
were interested in charitable work. 
Witness had seen all the children that 
were kept at the day nursery; he was 
conversant with the methods emplo$ed 
there, and had been a constant visitor 
for seven years because of his position 
as president of the Humane 3 
He was at the day nursery several 


times in 1892. prior to November 19, the 


fered in evidence by defendant’s attor- | 


day the children were taken to Mra. 
Brady. The nursery was in first-clas® 
condition. Witness saw the children 
that Mrs. Brady had, after thelr return 
to the day nursery, and they were 
clean, well-cared for and in good eon 
dition. As to their condition in the 
two places there was no comparison; 
it was far better at the day nursery. 
Witness had known J. H. Wootman for 
eight years. Witness was asked 
whether, prior to the time when the 
children were removed from Mrs. 
Brady’s it was common talk in San 


Diego that Supervisor Woolman had be- 


cause, of his friendship for her, pro- 
cured the children to be placed with 
her. This question was objected 0, 
and objection was sustained. The day 
nursery was so called because a woman 
could take her child there for the day; 
while che was at work, and the ch 
would be cared for. In addition, 
foundlings and deserted children were 
received. The children received schoo! 
ing and medical care withou textra 
charge to the county. 

On cross-examination Mr. Nason said 
that he saw no difference in condition 
between Mrs. Brady’s own children —— 
those she had received from the @ay 
nursery; they were in worse oe aaa 
than he expected, and worse than th 
should have been, in view of the fact 
that the county was paying Mrs. Brady 
$10 a month for each child. When asked 
what it should cost to keep a child, wit- 
ness replied that he had five children, 
and his salary was only $75 per month. 
He admitted that he had another busi- 
ness; it was real estate, and he had not 
paid expenses at it. Witness went to 
Mrs. Brady’s at the instance of some 
of the keepers of the day nursery; they 
said Mrs. Brady's was not a fit place 
for the children. They were entirely 
disinterested, and were charitable wo- 
men. They made no profit from the 
nursery, nota penny. The cost of prop- 
erly supporting such children as these 
in question would be $2 or $3 a week, 
The day nursery spends $18 to $20 @ 
month on the children. Mrs. Brady 
lived in an undesirable part of town, 
near the bay. The water-front saloons, 
the lowest dives 9 the city, make the 
locality very 

Plaintiff's attorney asked whether one 
of the City Councilmen did not live near 
Mrs. Brady, but Senator White ob- 
jected that this was no test of the 
morality of a neighborhood, and the 
court took the same view. 

Miguel Estudillo testified that he was 
assistant clerk and clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors in 1891 and 1892; that he 
was familiar with the records. It was 
customary for the clerk to swear all 
claimants against the county, and he 
could not remember any case when & 
Supervisor swore the claimant. 

Chester Gunn was then called to the 
stand. He was a member of the board 
while Mr. Woolman was a member. 
Witness remembered her employment 
by the board; personally, he had ob- 
jected to it, but Mr. Woolman urged it. 
She had made application to Mr. Wool- 
man. Witness was four years on the 
board, and did not remember any case 
of a claimant verifying a claim before 
a Supervisor. The day nursery was 
clean and the children were well fed 
and well kept. Witness visited the day 
nursery in his official capacity. He 
knew Mr. Brady. As to Mrs. Brady's 
employment in the County Hospital, 
Mr. Woolman told the board Mrs. 
Brady had applied for assistance; that 
a nurse was needed, and he advised the 
employment of Mrs. Brady. She re- 
mained two or three weeks. Mr. Estey. 
the superintendent of the hospital, is a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Woolman’s. Wit- 
ness objected to the removal of the 
children from the day nursery because 
they were well cared for, and because 
it was a charitable 5 which 
the board wanted kept u 

J. M. Dodge testified that he is dep- 
uty county clerk, and acting clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors, and that he 
has held office for four years. He was. 
County Clerk from 1883 to 1889, and was 
familiar with the records. For four 
years he has known of the day nursery, 
and has occasionally visited it. It was 
carefully and thoroughly kept. Medical 
attendance and clothing were &i:cluded 
— —1 price paid by the county for each 
chi 

Bernard Manning testified that he 
knows Mr. Brady well, and last saw- 
him in San Diego a short time ago. 
Brady spent four or five weeks in San 
Diego within the last year. Witness 
said that he knew Mrs. Brady, and the 
only business he had ever seen her to 
be engaged in was selling fruit and 
cigars and keeping a restaurant on the 
plaza. In January, 1893, she was keep- 
ing a fruit store on F street. She has 
had no other business in the last few 
years. Witness has been deputy con- 
stable for six or eight years. 

This concluded defendant’s evidence,

THE REPUBLICAN POSITION. 


As Senator Foraker pointed out in 
his ratification speech at Cincinnati, 
the Republican party has enunciated 
no new financial doctrine in the plat- 
form adopted at St. Louis. 
simply reaffirmed, in emphatic and un- 
}equivocal language, the position taken 
four years ago at Minneapolis; and 
this is substantially the attitude main- 
tained by the party since the free-coin- 
age agitation began. 

An effort will undoubtedly be made 
to show that the Republican party has 
changed front on this question. But 
the entire record of the party shows 
such an assumption to be false. The 
St. Louis platform is a more explicit 
declaration on the coinage question 
than any that has preceded it; but it 
does not change the attitude which the 
Republican party has steadily main- 
tained toward silver. 

It will be persistently claimed by the 
silverites, no doubt, that the St. Louis 
platform declares for gold alone. 
is not true. It declares for the pro- 
tection at face value of all our money— 
gold, silver and paper—and for the 
maintenance of the present gold stand- 
ard until such time as  bimetallism 
may be made possible of realization by 
international agreement, which the 
platform pledges the party to promote. 
Meantime the entire volume of United 
States money now in circulation, or in 
the vaults of the treasury, is to be 
maintained and not contracted. 

For a quarter of a century this na- 
tion has been practically upon a gold 
standard. The Republican platform 
declares for the maintenance of the 
existing status until such time as an 
agreement between the great commer- 
cial nations shall fix the status of sil- 
ver before the world. When such an 
agreement shall have been reached, 
free coinage of silver upon the agreed 
ratio will become possible without seri- 
ous financial disturbance in any coun- 
try. 

Thus the Republican platform de- 
clares for the only safe course. The 
plan proposed by the free-silver advo- 
cates—that of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver by the United States 
at a ratio of 16 to 1, independent of 
any other nation—would, if adopted, 
plunge the country into financial 
chaos. It would unsettle values, dis- 
turb credits, destroy confidence, and 
bring universal disaster. It would pre- 
cipitate the greatest panic ever ex- 
perienced in this country, and some of 
the men who are now. shouting -the 
loudest for free-silver coinage would be 
the severest sufferers, sire 


The free-coinage advocates profess to 
be bimetallists. The plan they advo- 
cate would, in fact, lead directly. to 
monometallism, and silver would soon 
be the only metallic money in circula- 
tion. Thus, among other evil effects of 
free-silver coinage, would be the con- 
traction of the currency by some $660,- 
000,000, through the driving of gold 
out of circulation. 

Mr. Teller and his free-coinage fol- 
lowers had no more justification for 
leaving the St. Louis convention than 
they would have had for walking out 
of the Minneapolis convention, as the 
financial planks of the two platforms 
are substantially the same. While 
their sincerity in advocating free coin- 
age may be conceded, they had no more 
reason to withdraw from the Republi- 
can party in 1896 than they have had 
for twenty years past. In point of fact, 
these men have brooded over their al- 
leged wrong and nursed their imagi- 
nary grievances until their judgment 
has become warped and their reason 
didtorted. The course they have laid 
out will injure, rather than advance, 
the cause of free-silver coinage. If 
they should succeed in pommitting this 


“ABHORRENCE” OF 
M’KINLEY. 


English free-traders have good rea- 
sons to “abhor” the protection prin- 
ciples of which Maj. McKinley is the 
foremost representative. The tariff 
which bore his name did more toward 
wresting from England her supremacy 
in the line of manufactures than any 
other tariff ever in force in the United 
States. It did more, also, to build up 
American manufactures and to benefit 
American workmen engaged in those 
manufactures than any law ever placed 
upon our statute books. In proportion 
as British free-traders “abhor” the 
principles cf tariff protection, as repre- 
sented by McKinley and exemplified 
by the law which bore his name, Amer- 
jeans who are true to their country’s 
best interests will respect and believe 
in them. 

The period during which the McKin- 
ley law was in unchallenged operation 
was by far the most prosperous period 
in the history of the United States. It 
was also one of the worst periods ever 
experienced in British trade. Con- 
versely, when the McKinley law was 
repealed and the Wilson-Gorman law 
was enacted in its place, English and 
European trade revived, owing to the 
greater facilities it was afforded for 
entering our markets, and American 
industries languished. 
“Our dear, devoted English friends 
“view with alarm” the practical cer- 
tainty of Maj. McKinley’s election; for 
in that event they foresee the re-enact- 
ment of a protective tariff which will 
protect American interests, and which 
will correspondingly injure British 
trade and manufactures. They see idle 
factories in America starting up and 
idle men employed, with corresponding 
depression in British manufactures. 
That they “abhor” such a state of af- 
fairs is not at all to be wondered at. 

It is, of course, much to be regretted 
that legislation which benefits Amer- 
ican interests and gives employment to 


English or other foreign interests, and 
deprive honest laboring men in Eng- 
land or elsewhere of employment. 
But such is, to a certain extent, the 
inexorable law of international com- 
merce when it is conducted along 
Parallels of latitude rather than on 
those of longitude. The products of 
nations situated on like parallels of 
latitude are necessarily similar in na- 
ture, and are therefore competitors in 
the marts of consumption. On the 
other hand, the products of nations sit- 
uated in widely different latitudes are, 
to a considerable extent, dissimilar, by 
reason of widely diverse climatic or 
oll conditions, and are, therefore, to a 
fonsiderable extent, non-competitive. 
Because of these incontrovertible 
facts—which were so clearly and 
forcibly pointed out by the late James 
. Blaine—it is advantageous for us to 
lace protective tariffs against im- 
ports from Great Britain and the con- 


ent, and to enter into reciprocal 
rade relations with the Spanish Amer- 
and other nations in the equatorial

CHRISTIAN HEROISM. 
Drama Given by the Boys of St. 
Vincent’s. 

St. Vincent’s College covered itself 
with glory last evening in the perform- 
ance of “Sylvanus,” a drama in four 
acts, which pictured forth the constancy 
and martyrdom of two young Christian 
lads in the time the persecutions at 
Rome, about A. D. 304. The play is 
good, and the young actors showed the 


effect of careful training, as well as 
enthusiasm, in the way they took their 


Before the curtain rose on the first act 
of the drama. William P. Ponet gave 
an oration on “Christian Heroism,” in 
which the gufferings of the éarly Chris- 
ttans and their constancy were vividly 
depicted, and the lesson drawn for the 
benefit of Christians of the present 
day. The oration served also @s a 
species of prologue for the play, which 
opened in the be of Rome. 
Two Christian boys, Sylvanus and 
Faustinus, the sons of Severus, a Ro- 
man senator, come to this burial place 
of the Chritians in the vain endeavor 
to find the ashes of their mother, who 
Was burned at the stake for avowing 
her religion in defiance of the edict of 
Caesar. 

James McLafferty and Elmer Booth 
took the parts of the two young Chris- 
tians, and sustained them throughout 
with more than unusual ability. In 
the catacombs the two lads encounter 
Publius the son of Valentius, prefect 
of Rome, and confide to him their ex- 
pectation of the immediate return of 
then pagan father and their dread of 
his griéf and rage when he should die 
cover that they belonged to the de- 
spised sect of Christians. The scene 
is ended by the entrance of a funeral 
cortege and the impressive ceremony 
2 the burial of a bloodstained Chris- 

an r. 

The next scene is in the house of. 
Severus, who is told the painful par- 
ticulars of his wife’s death by his old 
freedman, Asterius, and is afterwards 
greeted with filial affection by his sons, 
who rush home upon hearing of their 
father’s arrival from Libya. By the 
time the second act begins Severus has 
begun to suspect that his oldest son 
is a Christian at heart and determines 
to put him to the test. He seizes the 
Opportunity offered by the visit of the 
‘prefect, Valentius, who comes to him 
with news of honors and promotions 
and commands Sylvanus to assist him 
in sacrificing to the gods. The boy 
firmly refuses, and is-joined in his re- 
fusal by his younger brother, Fausti-, 
nus. Both lads are cursed by their 
father in the presence of the prefect, 
who promises to keep silence on ac- 
count of his long friendship for Seve- 
rus. The painful conflict between the 
father and his sons was given with ex- 
cellent effect by the young actors, who 
put much sympathy and feeling into 
the scene. 

Valentius, who is @ secret enemy of 


Severus, in spite of his professions of | 


friendship, immediately causes the ar- 
rest of the two boys, who are brought 
before ‘him for trial in the Forum. 
Their constancy remaining unshaken, 
are sentenced to death and mur 
ried away to prison. In a strong scene 
between Valentius. and Severus, the 
father encounters the sneers of ‘his 
enemy in return for his passionate 
pleadings for the liveg of his children, 
and the triumph of Valentius seems 
complete. 

In the last act the first scene shows 
the young martyre in their. p 
loaded with chains. Publius comes to 
entreat them to save their lives by re- 
cantation, but is himself converted to 
Christianity by the prayers of Sylvanus.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


California cherries have been selling 
in the New York market for 12 to 15 
cents a pound for a week or so past, 
while eastern cherries have gold for 6 
cents a pound. California navel oranges 
from cold-storage sold for $4.50 per 
box. There has been an over-supply of 
lemons, which sold at losing rates. 


As recently as ten years ago Los An- 
geles people had only one seaside resort 
of any importance that could be reached 
by rail. Now the crowds that go to 
the beaches every Sunday may choose 
between Santa Monica, Redondo, Ter- 
minal Island, Long Beach and Catalina 
Island. To judge from the success that 
has attended all these resorts we are 
likely to see a good many others spring 
up and compete for the patronage of 
the public within the next few years. 


An eastern genius has patented a 
jacket for the trunks of orange and 
lemon trees. It is a felt affair arranged 
with springs so as to coll tightly about 
a tree trunk on a frosty night and pre- 
vent the utter destruction of the tree. 
By keeping a supply of these jackets of 
various sizes, a fruit-grower can easily 
clothe his orchards. The jackets are 
probably designed for Florida trade. In 
Southern California, happily, it is not 
necessary to dress our trees in manu- 
factured clothing in order to preserve 
their lives. 


The “Shylocks” of the city received 
another severe set-back yesterday, in 
the suit of a woman for the possession 
of property and damages for its deten- 
tion. Occasionally one of these install- 
ment-plan cases gets into the courts, 
and usually ends in a victory for the 
purchaser; The Supreme Court of the 
State refuses to recognize these unjust 
contracts. and has held that delivery 
of goods in such cases effects a bona 
fide sale, and that the property cannot 
be wrested from purchasers, except 
through due process of law. 


Postal officials are a good deal rum- 
pled up in their minds because of the 
large traffic in clandestine correspond- 
ence that is carried on by the boys and 
girls of Los Angeles through the me- 
dium of the general delivery. It is the 
law that when a person comes to the 
general delivery window, and asks for 
the mail of any one individual, it must 
be delivered to him upon ‘the presump- 
tion that he is that individual. This 
has been taken advantage of by an ap- 
palling amount of precocious young- 
sters, who assume some convenient 
alias, Ne all the notes they: 
please. The clerks are aware of this, 
but powerless to prevent it. It is about 
time the parents took a hand. 


The scheme to conduct a public mar- 
ket, under the auspices of the City 
Council,: will be given a thorough trial 
by that body. The plat of ground at 
Ninth and Los Angeles streets has been 
divided into stalls and by an ordinance 
adopted yesterday. The rental price 
of the same has been fixed. All that re- 
mains apparently to make a success of 
the affair is the application of the gen- 
tle granger, for space in the market, at 
the rates fixed by the municipal solons. 
As the ordinance governing this mar- 
ket forbids the bartering or sale of pro- 
@uce elsewhere in the city than at the

An Honor for the U.S.C. 

President George W. White of the 
University of Southern California, in 
Los has been appointed by 
the board of bishops, as the Pacific 
Coast representative in the University 
Senate of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. This senate is the highest au- 
thority in educational matters in that 
church. It is composed of fifteen se- 
lected educators, and its duties are to 
determine the minimum requirements 
in courses of study. upon which the bac- 
calaureate degree may be conferred, 
thus making the college courses more 
nearly uniform. No school whose cur- 
riculum falls below the standards set 
by this semate can be recogniged or 
named as a college or university, and 
these standards are very high. Yet the 
University of Southern fornia more 
than measures up to them. The work 


‘of this senate, although in operation 


only four years, has been so successful 
in giving high character to the schools 
of the church, that the plan has been 
copied by different States, It is called 
“The Forward Movement” in education, 
by some very high educational authori- 
ties. Its importance to the church orig- 
inating it may be seen in the extensive 
educational interests of that church, 
which has no lese than one hundred and 
twenty-five institutions of learning in 
the United States alone, with thirty- 
five thousand students in attendance 
last year. Fifty-four of these schools 
are of college or university grade. It 
has, besides, seventy-six schools in for- 
eign countries, with ten thousand stu- 
dents in them annually.

The dog-catcher is required to give to 
the police each day a list of the dogs 


he has captued. The list talks non- 


chalantly of such monstrosities as liver- 
colored bulldogs, etc. 

His first day’s work, accord to the 
dog-catcher’s list, resulted in t cap- 
ture of one cocker spaniel, one liver- 
colored bulldog, three liver-colored 
cocker spaniel, two Irish setters, three 
black spaniels, two Spitz dogs thirteen 
curs, one Russian, three black and tan, 
one black water spaniel and one New- 
foundland.

SESSION. 


A Public Market Ordinance Adopted 
by the Council. 

The Council consumed the larger por- 
tion of the afternoon session in discus- 
sing an ordinance, presented by the 
City Attorney, intended to regulate the 
public market, which the Council has 
established at Ninth and Los Angeles 
streets. 


The ordinance, after designating the 
land on these streets as the official pub- 
lic market of the city, fixes the rental 
of the stalls at from $3 to $15 a month, 
according to the location of each, all 
rents to be paid in advance. The pro- 
vision is made, however, that if at any 
time these stands are not rented or oc- 
cupied, the Market Inspector is author- 
ized to rent the same at the rate of 50 
cents a day each in advance, such rent- 
ing by the day not to extend for a 
longer period than thirty days. All 
other stands not provided for shall be 
rented at the rate of 25 cents per day 
each, in advance. aap 
— The remaining sections of the ordi- 
nance read as follows: ; 

“The office’ of the Public Market In- 
spector is hereby created, which Mar- 
ket Inspector shall receive a salary of 
$83.33 per month. It shall be the duty 
of such officer to see that all rules and 
regulations provided herein or herein- 
after adopted relative to said market 
are enforced. He shall have charge of 
said public market and perform such 
other duties in relation thereto as the 
Coundil of said city may from time to 
time require. He shall be appointed by 
the City Tax and License Collector, sub- 
ject to the approval of said City Coun- 
cil, and also be appointed as a special 
officer by the Police Commission of 
said city, with all the powers of a reg- 
ular member of the police department. 
-of apie city. He shall give a bond to 
‘said city in the penal sum of $1000, con- 
ditioned upon the faithful performance 
of his duties as such Market Inspector, 
with two or more sureties, which bond 
shall conform, as to form and other 
requirements, with the provisions of the 
charter of said city and the ordinance 
relative to the same. 

‘Said Market Inspector shall collect 
the rents for the stands in sald market 
and pay the same over to the said City 
Tax and License Collector, taking his 
receipt therefor. 

“Said market shall be opened at 4 
o’clock a.m. of each day of the year. 

“No person or persons shall be per- 
mitted to Gccupy or trol either di- 
rectly. or indirectly more than two 
stalls or stands within said market.

“It shall be unlawful for any person

MR. ROBB’S CHECK. 


Many months ago, the Council con- 
fiscated a check of W. B. Robb’s, who 
failed to construct a school building. 
the contract for which had been 
awarded to him. Robb petitione i for 
the return of this $1300, which petition 
was referred to the City Attorney. That 
official yesterday reported to the Coun- 
cil in the matter as.follows: 

“In the matter of the petition of W. 
B. Robb for the return of $1300 forfeited 
by his failure to enter into a contract. 
to erect certain school buildings, I find 
that the law under which these build- 
ings were built provides that notice in- 
viting proposals shall be published for 
ten days before the date on which. the 
bids are opened. I find further that the 
notice under which Mr. Robb’s bid was 
made was published only nine days, 
which raises a very serious question as 
to whether the city could appropriate 
and forfeit his check.under this notice. 
The other grounds set up in Mr. Robb's 
petition as reasons why his check 
should be returned to him, are of no 
weight whatever. As to whether the 
insufficient publication of the notice to 
bidders would entitle the petitioner to 
a return of his forfeiture, I am unable 
to determine.“ The report. was ordered 
referred to the special Committee on 
School Buildings.

JULLIEN ALLEGES CONSPIRACY ON 
THE PART OF THE DAVINS. 


APartnership Business Has Involved 
a Large Realty Addition—Jullien 
Says Davin Erected a Private 
Warechouse—Property or Prison. 


Francois Jullien has begun suit 
against Pierre Davin, Jean Davin and 
J. P. Agoure for an accounting and 
production of certain partnership prop- 
erty. The appointment of a receiver 
is further asked. The complainant in 
this action and Pierre Davin have been 
2 in the manufacture and sale 
of brick in the city of Los Angeles 
since the beginning of the year 1890. 

Jullien makes sweeping allegations of 
fraud and declares that in 1890 the 
firm, composed of himself and Pierre 
Davin, was the owner of 2,000,000 bricks, 
valued at $15,000, and that Davin was 
largely indebted to him for money ad- 
vanced to the said firm; that the entire 
control of the partnership property was 


| left to defendant Pierre Davin; that the 


said Davin sold the 2,000,000 bricks to 
McNally & Young, Romain Grand and 
other persons, as well as a quantity for 
constructing the sewer on Grand ave- 
nue; also that the defendant, Plerre 
Davin, used upward of 100,000 in the 
construction of a brick warehouse on 
Aliso street, for his own private use, 
and that said Davin realized from the 
sale of sald bricks upward of $15,000. It 
is further alleged that the said Davin 
converted and used some of the said 
moneys in establishing a similar busi- 
mess to the one carried on by his firm, 
and placed Jean Davin, his brother, at 
the head of said concern, and that he 
has. carried on the said business in his 
own name. 

At the time of entering into a part- 
nership agreement with Pierre Davin, 
plaintiff alleges there was due J. P. 
Agoure the sum of about $6000; the 
further allegation is made that on or 
about August 2, 1894, the said Pierre 
Davin had paid the said indebtedness, 
but induced the plaintiff to believe it 
nad not been paid and caused him, un- 
der such representations, to execute a 
note for $8232.75, secured by mortgage 
upon a large number of lots in the 
“Plan of Davin & Jullien’s subdivision 
of part of lots 6 and 7, block 73, Han- 
cock’s survey,“ numbering in all about 
seventy-five lots. 

During 1896 plaintiff charges he tried 
without success to effect a settlement 
with Pierre Davin. ; t 

J. P. Agoure instituted suit on June 
11, 1896, to recover the amount due on 
the note and for foreclosure of the 
mortgage. This suit is alleged to be in 
furtherance of the scheme to defraud 
plaintiff. > 

In conclusion, Jullien asks that an 
accounting be had and that the amounts 
found to be due him be declared a lien 
upon said real estate. If no money or 
property acquired by the sale of said 
partnership property is produced a 
judgment of the court is asked impris- 
oning the defendants Davin until they 
shall have complied with the order of 
this court. 

The cause has been set for trial. in 
Judge York’s court. 


HE TOOK THE BUGGY. . 


Possession and Damages Against 
Moat—Mrs. Dibble’s Victory. 

Elijah Moat’s greed has brought him 
financial grief. He deals in horses, 
buggies and second-hand goods, and has 
his headquarters on East Second street. 

Some time last December he sold a 
buggy to Mrs. Mary A. Dibble for $30. 
the purchaser paying $20 in hand and 
agreeing to liquidate the remainder in 
part payments. At the time of securing 
the buggy, she also leased a single har- 
ness at a rental of 25 cents per week. 

Mrs. Dibble conducts a small laundry 
at her home, and owing to sickness was 
unable to make prompt payments, but 
this seemed to be a matter of smal) 
moment with Elijah until the poor wo- 
man had liquidated within 50 cent« of 
the entire buggy indebtedness. Moat 
secured the services of two men, and 
they went to Mrs. Dibble’s home very 
early in the morning, and took the 
buggy away during her absence to a 
nearby store. When she returned she 
beheld the disappearing buggy and the 
men saw her at the same time, and. 
whipping up their horse, soon passed 
from view. 7 

The buggy was traced to Moat's 
place of business. 

Mrs. Dibble offered to pay him all 
she owed him on the buggy last March, 
but he claimed a clause in the agree- 
ment permitted him to charge $1 more 
when he delivered the bill of sale. He 
also claimed that $1.75 was due for the 
use of the harness. Mrs. Dibble told 
him he had promised to receive remun- 
eration for the harness after the buggy 
was paid for, but he refused to déal in 
that manner, and credited payments 
made on the buggy to the harness renta! 
account. 

After taking the buggy away Mrs. 
Dibble’s attorney went to him and of- 
fered to pay him every dollar she owned 
on the buggy and harness, and also a 
reasonable compensation for his trouble. 
but his only answer was that he pro- 
posed standing by his rights and signifi- 
cantly tapped the contract stowed away 
in his pocket. 

Justice Ydung awarded Mrs. Dibble 
the custody of the buggy, or, in the 
event a delivery could not be made, the 
sum of $30, its probable value; also 
damages in the further sum of $10. 

. Moat received a terrible tongue lash- 
ing from the poor woman's attorney, 
and when his own attorney objected, the 
former commanded him to keep quiet, 
and added: “If you want satisfaction, 
I will meet you outside the courtroom in 


a few minutes, but don’t you interrupt 
me again.”

The court further finds that if the 
association could not itself conduct or 
carry on such business, it cannot en-. 
ter into a contract or authorise or em- 
power others to do it. It cannot do 
by indirect methods what it cannot 
do directly. (People vs. Raymond, 34 
Cal. 492.) 7 1 

Finally the court sald: Under the 
circumstances of this case, I am of 
the opinion that the plaintiff cannot 
recover on the so-called bar privilege. 
Inasmuch as the defendant was a party 
to carrying on the business of retailing 
liquor without a license in violation

The Investor has the following in re- 
gard to a new loan company incorpo- 
rated under the laws of the State as 
the “International Loan and Trust Com- 
pany,” the president of which is Chaun- 
cey K. Neale. The concern has not yet 
satisfied the State officials as to the 
legality of its business, and consequently 
has not commenced active operations: 

“Meanwhile, from a circular which is 

being distributed by the company, we 
have attempted to gather some informa- 
tion as to the character of the business 
proposed to be conducted, and find it to 
be of a somewhat ‘extraordinary kind. 
The circular starts with the modest 
statement that the company’s plan con- 
tains the most desirable features af- 
forded by banks, loan and trust com- 
panies, investment societies, building 
loan associations, endowment, and ton- 
tine insurance companies, etc.; that it 
avoids all the objectionable features 
contained in such organizations and 
affords many advantages not contained 
in any ot them. After expatiating with 
much verbosity-under this head, the 
first half of the new system is re- 
vealed, which is, in effect, that if a 
person will pay to che company the sum 
of $1 per month, in consecutive monthly 
payments, for the term of twenty years, 
the company will, at the end of that 
time pay him $1000 subject to a number 
of provisos, the most important of 
which is, that if he should default. in 
any single payment, the whole amount 
paid in shall be forfeited to the com- 
pany. It is also provided that of the 
moneys so paid in, 40 cents of each 
dollar shall be apportioned to the loan 
fund, 20 cents to the reserve fund, and 
the remaining 40 cents to the “contin- 
gent fund,” presumably to pay ex- 
penses. The benevolent object of the 
company is to make ‘loans’ from the 
loan and reserve fund as it accumulates. 
In ordinary business, when a person de- 
sires to borrow money he has an accu- 
rate idea of the amount he wishes to 
obtain, and knows what he is going to 
do with it when he gets it. But the new 
company proposes to supersede this old- 
fashioned method and will make arbi- 
trary ‘loans,’ according to numerical 
sequences, explained in the circular, 
Thus, an applicant for a ‘loan’ has a 
chance of being» awarded $5 or $10, 
While either one of these sums would 
not be sufficient to build him a house, he 
has a chance, much more remote, of 
course, of getting a prize-—we mean 
‘loan’ of $500 or $1000. 

“Not to go into further detail we may. 
say that we regard this as the most 
impudent scheme ever attempted in this 
community,. to float a lottery in defiance 
of law. 

“The manager of the affair refers 
with great emphasis to his legal advis- 
ers, a prominent firm of attorneys of 
this city, who, in their turn, express 
their confidence that the device above 
outlined has been so constructed as to 
keep on the windy side ot the law. At 
the same time one significant feature of 
the circular, plainly showing a guilty 
intention, is the instruction, several 
times repeated, that all remittances 
must be made by express, express order 
or draft sent by express. This avoid- 
ance of Uncle Sam’s mail facilities will 
prove futile, as the promoters and their 
attorneys ought to know, seeing that 
the express companies are now in- 
hibited from carrying lottery matter, 
and to employ them for that purpose is 
as great an offense as to use the mails 
in the same way. We trust that the 
Augus-eyed Federal officers who have 
been diligent in other cases Of the kind, 
will have a tender care for the interests 
of the public in the matter of the Inter- 
national Loan and Trust Company an 
the soi-disant Mr. Neale.”’ ' 


; COMMERCIAL. 
JAPANESE SHOEMAKERS. The 
latest move on the part of the Japanese 
to compete with American trade is un- 
der way in San Francisco, where a Jap- 
anese shoe factory is to be established 
by fifty Japanese shoemakers, who are 
doing business in Alameda, Oakland 
and San Francisco. It is proposed to 
bring over from Japan some expert 
shoemakers, who will invest their labor 
as well as their capital in the enter- 
prise, ‘which is to be run on the co- 
operative plan. It is evident that the 
question of Japanese competition i 
various forms is destined to play as 
prominent a part on this Coast during 
the next few years as Chinese competi- 
tion did twenty years ago. 

Apropos of the competition of oriental 
cheap labor, a recent dispatch from 
Berlin states that Chinese labor is be- 
ginning to make its appearance on a 
large scale on Russian farms, where 
Berlin contractors rent out Chinese la- 
borers to the proprietors at the rate of 
25 cents a day. Should this movement 
spread, there is.certain to be an upris- 
ing among the working classes of 
Europe against Chinese labor, which 
may cast the Califotnia agitation of 
sandlot days into the shade. 


GENERAL. BUSINESS TOPICS. 


PLENTY OF WATER. Old-timers 
have been astonished during the past 
year or two at the evidences of a vast 
underground supply of water in South- 
ern California that have come to hand 
from many sections, While boring for 
oil in the neighborhood of Los Angeles, 
water was frequently struck at a mod- 
erate depth in places where it would 
not have been considered reasonable to 
find any. 

One of the most important strikes of 
this | description, although not made 
while boring for oil, is in the San Ga- 
briel Valley, in the neighborhood of El 
Monte, where J. S. Killian, who owns 
about 400 acres of land. sunk a twelve- 
inch well, and at a depth of 105 feet 
struck an immense body of water, 
which rose within forty feet of the sur- 
face. Mr. Killian sunk three other 
wells, and by means of pumps worked 
by a sixty-horse-power engine he now 
has a flow of 350 inches of clear, cold 
water. As water is worth in this sec- 
tion not less than $1500 a miner’s inch, 
it will be seen that Mr. Killian has a 
moderate fortune in his wells. He is al- 
ready of sinking more wells, 
putting in a big pump, and supplying 
Los In any case the strike is 
a very important one, as it shows that 
we are still in the dark as tothe 
of water that lies under the surface in 
Southern California. El Monte is one 
of the oldést-settled places in the 
county, and it might have been stp- 
posed that the settlers would have been 
well informed in regard to the water 
supply, but the fact is that very few 
wells have been sunk in this section to 
a considerable depth. It has generally 
been possible to obtain surface water 
at a depth of from 20 to 40 feet. and few 
N have thought about going fur- 


er. 

To judge from the immense flow of 
water that is found at the Bouton wells, 
on the Alamitos ranch, and again on 
the Centinela ranch, near Inglewood, 
there must be a big underground stream 
of water running from the mountains to 
the ocean, sufficient in volume to für- 
nish an exhaustless supply to the south- 
ern part of Los Angeles county. While 
we are prospecting for oll and ore it 
would pay to do a little prospecting for 
water in this section, where a good flow 
of water is worth almost as much as 
a petroleum well. 


CALIFORNIA MINING MILLION- 
AIRES. The Argonaut recently pub- 
lished a couple of interesting articles 
showing how large a proportion of the 
great estates accumulated in San 
Francisco during the past twenty-five

beween 1871 amd 1893 a large proportion 
of the amount had been derived from 
the mining industry. 

The recent revival of interest in gold 
mining throughout the State is one of 
the most encouraging thing» that has 
happened to Caltfornla for the past 
quarter of@ century. Mines that have 
been regarded ae worked out are now 
being developed at a good profit, this 
being made possible by the great im- 
provement in methods of mining and 
reduction that has taken place during 
the past ten years, so that ore which 
wae thrown over the dump in 1886 
may now be worked at a profit. 

The mining industry is one that de- 
serves all possible encouragement on 
part of the State. It is especiaNy val- 
uable to California, because the main 
industry of chie State is horticulture, 
with which the mines do not enter 
into competition. On the contrary, a 
mining community furnishes a large 
cash market for the products of the 
farmer, as a mine produces nothing 
but the bullion that is shipped. Miners 
spend money freely and a general re- 
vival of the mining industry through- 
out the State would mean good times 
all along the Mne. 


TO SUPPRESS TRUSTS. The New 
York Legislature has passed some radi- 
cal legislation of late. Among other 
noteworthy laws that have been en- 
acted recently is one for the suppression 
of monopolies in the restriction of trade. 
The act amending the anti-trust law, 
which recently passed the Legislature, 
has been approved by the Governor, 
and the Attorney-General of New York 
has now at his command the means of 
dealing in most vigorous fashion with 
trusts. The act which has now become 
a law empowers the Attorney-General 
to bring action in behalf of the people 
and in the name of the State against 
any corporation, foreign or domestic, 
to restrain it from carrying out in 
New York any contract, agreement or 
combination formed for the purpose of 
preventing competition in the supply or 
price of any article in common use. The 
powers of the Attorney-General are also 
expanded in the direction of collecting 
evidence. The law enables him to fol- 
low even into the books. of a foreign 
corporation an inquiry as to the char- 
acter of an organization and its business 
methods. The determination of the 
question as to whether or not the busi- 
ness of a company and its methods are 
obnoxious to the laws of a State must 
naturally be a matter of evidence. 

The Financial Review, referring to 
this new law, has the following to say: 

‘The importance of a law which will 
enable the prosecuting officials to ob- 
tain the evidence they desire is appar- 
ent. The law which has been passed 
gives power to summon witnesses and 
to require them to produce on examina- 
tion all books, papers and documents 
in their possession or under their con- 
trol, relating to the subject of examina- 
tion. Refusal to appear or testify, or 
to answer any proper or pertinent ques- 
tion, is made, by this law, contempt, 
for which the offender is Hable to be 
summoned to answer before a justice 
of the Supreme Court. New York is tak- 
ing an advanced position in its atti- 
tude toward monopolies, and its legis- 
lation is, on the whole, the most care- 
fully considered and the most likely to 


be effective that we have.”

The oil is extensively used in 
medicine; also in pomades, in soap 
making, for lubricating machinery, and 
in China as a condiment. As a lamp 
oil it is far superior to petroleum, giv- 
ing a white light and vying in bril- 
liancy with electricity. It burns slowly, 
without danger, and gives off scarcely 
any soot. From the ‘cake,’ left after 
the pressing an excellent gas is made 
which is being introduced into the rail- 
way stations of India. In 1895 India 
exported 2,679,236 gallons of castor oil. 
In cold climates the castor bean is an 
annual plant, dying down on the ap- 
proach of winter; in Florida and other 
warm countries it is perennial, attain- 
ing a helght of th feet and a girth 
as great as that of a man’s body.”

NEW YORK, June 22.—A variety of in- 
fluences contributed to bring about a lower 
range of share prices today. Although noth- 
ing tangible was evolved out of the mass of 
rumors that obtained circulation in relation 
to the Cuban situation, enough uneasiness was 
created on this point and regarding other

The pressure against Sugar.was heavy after 
midday and the stock reacted 3% per cent. to 
118%, under large offerings of long stock, in- 
duced by a collapse in Buropean beet and other 
sugars, which in turn led to sharp reduc- 
tions in the refined grades of the domestic 
produce. A leading bear operator was con- 
spicuous in hammering the stock, and the 
traders were disposed to make ventures on 


chasing caused fractional improvement. The 
railway shares were pounded fiercely in the 
late session. Noteworthy -declines were: Pa- 
cific Mail, 1%; Atchison preferred, 1% per 
cent. The closing was weak at about the 
lowest of the day. Railway and miscellaneous 
bond issues ruled slightly lower, with ma- 
terial concessions in some of the inactive 
mortgages.

Steps to Break the Monopoly of the 
Octupus. 

SAN PEDRO, June 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Board of Trustees 
has taken the first step in the direction 
of breaking the monopoly enjoyed by 
the Southern Pacific Company in the 
matter of wharfage charges. At the 
meeting of the board Thursday even- 
ing, Trustee Hill moved that the City 
Attorney be directed to report to the 
board the necessary proceedings to be 
taken for condemning rights-of-way so 
as to extend First street and Fifth 
street each to the waterfront. The 
motion was adopted wnanimously. 

The ownership by the city of the 
rights-of-way proposed is regarded as 
very important, as has heretofore been 
pointed out in The Times. Under the 
present conditions the Southern Pacific 
charges for wherfage for loading bar- 
ley on vessels other than those of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company a 
rate of $2.50 per ton. Yet the freight 
rate on barley from here to San Fran- 
cisco by the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company's vessels is $2.50 per ton, in- 
cluding wharfage. This leaves the sit- 
uation so that shippers cannot use 
steam schooners or any others of the 
lumber vessels which bring lumber 
from northern coast points and usually 
have to take on ballast to return with. 
These vessels could easily carry freight 
at a low price when going north, but for 
the fact the Southern Pacific imposes a 
“cinch” on the loading. If the South- 
ern Pacific wharf be used for loading 
the wharfage charge is the same as for 
both wharfage and freight by a Pacific 
Coast steamer. If one of the lumber 
companies’ wharves be used for loading 
then the railroad company can make 
it very uncomfortable for the offending 
lumber dealers. . 

If the city can obtain right-of-way to 
the waterfront as proposed it is be- 
lieved the discrimination now practiced 
can be effectually blocked so that 
shippers may send freight by any vesse] 
they please without rendering tribute 
to the Southern Pacific for the privi- 
lege. Notwithstanding the fact the com- 
pany makes this prohibitive charge for 
wharfage it uses the wharf but very lit- 
tle and has well-nigh abandoned it. 

There is another advantage which it 
is hoped to gain by the proposed con- 
demnation, and that is competition on 
| freight rates to Los Angeles. At pres- 
ent to get freight from the town proper 
to the Terminal Railway it is necessary 
to take it in small boats under the 
Southern Pacific wharf or else go a long 
distance to get around. With the pro- 
posed city ownership of frontage the 
Terminal, it is argued, can be readily 
reached and the Southern Pacific, it is 
insisted, will not have its own way on 
freight traffic between here and, Los 
Angeles, 

It ts expected it will be a week or 
more from now before the City Attor- 
ney will have his report-in the matter 
ready to present. When the rt is 
presented it is announced to the 
purpose to employ eminent counsel to 
conduct the case. As there ie but little 
money at present in the city treasury 
it is sald the necessary funds for the

VENTURA COUNTY, 


THE HIGH SCHOOL SITE FINALLY 
DETERMINED UPON. 


The Eastern Addition and Mound 
Districts Won by a Clear Major- 
ity Over All Voted For—Elabor- 
ate Preparations for the Fourth. 


VENTURA, June 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The agony is over, and 
the High School site has been adopted 
by a clear majority of the 178 votes cast 
for the four sites finally voted upon. 
The meeting to determine on a site by 
ballot, which was called for Monday, 
June 21, was held in the Plaza school, 
and resulted in the gathering ot the 
owners of the twenty sites offered. 
After general discussion this number 
was reduced to eight sites. The merits 
and demerits (principally the latter) of 
the remaining eight, were freely and 
fully discussed by the owners, their at- 
torneys, and the public-at-large. On 
motion of banker and president of the 
Board of High School Trustees the 
eight was reduced to four, and balloting 
on the four, known as the Cole, Spear, 
Kaiser and Wilde “offers,” began. As 
the Union High School district includes 
the town of San Buena Ventura, Ave- 
nue and Mound districts, the interest 
was intense. The fight for site finally 
resolved itself into a contest between 
the Town and Avenue districts on the 
one side, and the Eastern Addition and 
‘Mound districts on the other. The line 
was closely drawn, log-rolling was 
freely indulged in by both factions, but 
the best politicians were on the Mound 
end and they won, hands down, on the 
first ballot. The result of the vote was 
as follows: The Cole offer won by a 
clean majority over the other three of- 
fers, with a vote of 96; Spears offer of 
400 feet frontage on Santa C street, 
in the heart of the city, for came 
next with 53 votes; Kaiser’s offer of 
East Main-street frontage at $3750, 
third, with 26 votes, and Wilde's offer at 

„ last, with 3 votes. This result 
places the new High School within a 
short distance of the cemetery in the 
Eastern Addition. The description of 
the lot is as follows: Four hundred feet 
facing west on Ann street, 200 feet fac- 
ing north on East Main street, 200 feet 
facing south on Santa Clara street. As 

was voted for the purchase of a 
site, the trustees will have $750 left to 
apply on the foundation. It is contem- 


plated that the new building will be 


completed in time for the fall session. . 


Considerable feeling is manifested by 
the partisans of the rejected sites, as 
the school will be at the extreme eastern 
end of the city, and on an elevation 
some hundreds of feet above the Poli- 
street school. which has been objected 
to because of its high altitude. The 
trustees are the only ones, outside of 
the Mound and Eastern Addition, who 
are thoroughly satisfied, as the matter 
a is now taken out of their

SANTA BARBARA, June 22.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The Santa Bar- 
bara Consolidated Electric Company 
“broke ground” today. Actual road 
building operations were commenced 
today at the junction of Carpinteria 
and Milpas streets, five blocks below 
the proposed power-house site. To- 
morrow a full construction force will 
be at work at this point. President 
Miller and Secretary Luster stated to 
a Times correspondent today that the 
construction work would be pushed 
along without intermission, and as rap- 
idly as possible. The deep well on the 
power-house tract, although flowing a 
little today, is not furnishing the big 
flow they had hoped for, but the drill 
ers are going on down and the com- 
pany hopes that by the time the track 
is laid up to block No. 281, the power- 
house block, the well will develop a sat- 
isfactory flow, which will definitely set- 
tle the location of the power-house, and 
the sidetracks can be put in at that 
fime and the work proceed without in- 
terruption. | 

From block 281 the road will be built 
up Quarantina street to Haley, down 

aley to State and up State five blocks, 
Thus far definite arrangements have 
been made. The road will be built be- 
yond this point without delay, but just 
at the present time the details are in- 
complete. The road branches here — 
certain minor matters must be arran 
before any authentic statement of op- 
erations beyond this point can be made, 
but thie will all be arranged within a 
day or two. The iron is being delivered 
on the ground, many of the ties are al- 
ready here and the others are on the 
way. A slight mistake in the spike 
order may delay the laying of rails for 
a few days, after the first mile is laid, 
but work will not cease and Santa Bar- 
bara is at last to have a genuine up-to- 
date electric street rallway.

CARRIER SYSTEM. 


New Territory Added to the Free 
Delivery Districts. 
Postoffice Inspector M. H. Flint has 
just completed the reorganization of 
the carrier system in this city, extend- 
ing and changing the districts so as to 
take in a large slice of new territory 
hitherto uncovered by the mail-car- 
riers in their daily rounds. A strong 
effort will be made, not only to retain 
permanently the three extra carriers 
now employed as a temporary conveni- 
ence, but to add still more men to the 
force, which not even the best man- 
agement can make sufficient for the 
needs of. the city. The inspector re- 
ports the general condition of the post- 
office and the carrier service as being 
excellent, in spite of the many difficul- 
ties under which the officials labor. 
The new territory included in the 
free-delivery system is in the region of 
Westlake Park. out between the pres- 
ent limits of free delivery on Figueroa, 
Hope and Flower streets, and down in 
the region of the river, five districts in 
all. District No. 30 is extended over 
new territory from Jefferson street to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad track, on 
Del Monte, Hope and Flower streets. 
District No. 37 extends the system on 
Bonnie Brae street for another block, 
and carries free delivery out to Al- 
varado street, on Third and Fourth 
streets, out on Alvarado and Providence 
streets, and on Burlington street to 
Union avenue. In District No. 21 the 
new territory is bounded by Twelfth, 
Tennessee, Eighth and Alameda 
streets, and is also extended on Seventh 
and Decatur streets to the river, includ- 
ing a block on Mesquite street. In Dis- 
trict No. 24, Shlesinger street and the 
1000 block on Yale street are added, and 
nearly all the rest of the territory will 
be given two deliveries daily. District 
No. 26 adds Bonnie Brae and Burlington 
streets from Temple street to Bellevue 
avenue, and Temple street from Bel- 
mont avenue to Bonnie Brae street. 


OUT OF HIS HEAD. 


Serious Trouble RBefalls a Wen- 
known Citizen. 


Gen. A. B. Campbell, one of the most 
brilliant speakers in the city, was taken 
to the County Jail last night, with un- 
balanced mind.
